Section 1. Be it resolved t>y the Senate

eral Assembly met That the following 
ia proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Corr)rnonv.-ealth of Penn- 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eig-hteenzh article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of tbe 


Constitution of 
the 
Common-wealth of 


Pennsylvania, trhich reads as follows: 


"Section 8- The debt of any county, 


city, borousrli, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding- two per centum upon euch as- 
sessed \-aluation of property, without tbe 
assent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
•which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by Jar,- to increase the same three 
per centum, in the ag-jrresate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for th« con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used In the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, ov.-ned or 
to be owned b:.- said city and county of 
Philadelphia, ana which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
not revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, and the annual In- 
stallments necessary Tor ths cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be excluded In 
ascertaining the power of the city and 
county of PlriJaiJelphia to become other- 
wise Indebted: Provided. That a Sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained." so that it shall 
read as follows:— 


Section S. The debt of any county, city, 


borough, township, school district, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven p-ir centum upon the assessed 
value oi the taxable property therein. 
nor shall any such municipality or dis- 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
Indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, -without the cons-int of the 
electors thereof at a paWc election in 
swell manner as shall t>e j>rovj<3ed by la-w: 
but any city, the debt of which on tiie 
first day o' January, one thousand •eigiat 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centwm of such assess-cr<3 valuation. 
and has not sinc-e J>c-cn rcuuccd to less 
than such per ccntcm. may 2»e authorized 
bv law to increase the same three Per 
centum 5n £hv aggregate, at iwiy one tira-e. 
upon such valuation. The city o* TbJla- 
•delphSa. upon the conditJons hereinafter 
set forbu may Increase 113 Indebtedness 
to tho extent of throe per centum Jn ex- 
cess o* seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specific purr-ose 
o" proviumsr for all or any of the 'olio-w- 
ing purposes.—to wit: For the construc- 
tion and improvement o* subways, tun- 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth- 
er transit facilities: for the construction 
and improvement of -wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of Hr.<3 to be 
used Jn the construction of wharves and 
Jocks, owned or to 3>i owned by said 
city.
